To those who would criticize the removal of the directional signs 
directing traffic, tourists, etc. to the intersection of Lake Hollywood 
Drive, and Mulholland Highway I would offer the following reminders: 

1 . Fact: Shortly after taking office the Honorable Councilman David Ryu 
had a meeting with Lake Hollywood and Hollywoodland homeowners in his 
office. At that meeting the Councilman stated that the directional signs 
directing traffic and tourists to Lake Hollywood Drive and Mulholland 
Highway were not installed with proper review, and that he did not need 
any authorization to take the signs down, and that he would have the signs 
removed in a timely manner. 

2. Fact: The directional signs, which were paid for with Lake Hollywood 
Homeowner's Association funds, were not placed on property within the Lake 
Hollywood Homeowner’s Association, but were rather installed on the 
Hollywoodland Gifted Parkland contiguous to Hollywoodland Homeowner’s 
Property without any board approval of the installation by the 
Hollywoodland Homeowner’s Association, or consultation with Hollywoodland 
homeowners within 500 feet of the destination location, and who are most 
impacted by the LaBonge project. 

3. Fact: The Hollywoodland Homeowner’s Association voted unanimously that 
the directional signs should be removed.

We are working with leadership of LAPD commercial enforcement to step up enforcement of buses and vans. 


Councilmember Ryu, Sarah, and I understand that daily frustrations you are experiencing. We hear from residents every single 
day, we've seen it first-hand and we spend much of our time working to get additional city resources and attention on his issue. 

But as Councilmember Ryu mentioned at the town hall, short term we need to rely on additional enforcement. In addition to 
stepped-up commercial enforcement, we are looking at paying for more: a mix of LAPD, DOT, and Park Rangers that could 
provide additional surprise enforcement. In addition, the Councilmember has been clear that he is open to both closing Dirt 
Mulholland and Deronda. Both require a change in state law, and we have been working to gain an author and support from the 
Mayors Office to support such a change in legislation. 

Rec and Parks is currently working on a study - which is almost finished - to re-direct traffic flow in and out of Griffith Park and 
provide viewing options that are away from neighborhoods. This is still going to take some time - to vet and implement but will 
enable us to close or discourage other sites. 


And as Councilmember Ryu has said multiple times - because there is pending the litigation against the City regarding the 
trailhead at the top of Beachwood, we can't comment on it. Many of these emails are forwarded to parties either involved in 
litigation or contemplating it. Drawing us into a conversation about active litigation could ultimately backfire.

As you know I attended your meeting earlier this week. You said very little about these issues publicly, 
except for stating that you had had 50 meetings, that you can't say much because of pending litigation, and that 
you viewed this as foremost a public safety issue which you repeated several times throughout the evening. 
Afterwards we spoke privately. I thanked you for your judgement that this is a public safety issue and you 
repeated it again. 

A primary characteristic of public safety is its pressing nature— a ticking clock. And the litigation is irrelevant. 
When a car manufacturer knowingly discovers a design flaw they do not wait for pending litigation to work its 
way through the courts for years until they correct the matter which would knowingly cause more injury. They 
correct the flaw. To do otherwise is certainly negligent and possibly criminal. You did not create these 
problems. But if something happens it will be on your watch, and you have to assume responsibility. 

We all know this is a dangerous situation with the only certainties that it keeps getting worse and some 
horrible incident will happen. Luck and hope are not proper governing strategies. 

I implore you to IMMEDIATELY close down all of the tourists magnets, the view site, and the ends of 
Deronda, Beachwood, and dirt Mulholland, where there is no infrastructure and it is dangerous— AT LEAST 
TEMPORARILY-until the proper processes and studies can occur, because this was all done shockingly 
without them.
